SENATOR BILBO DIES 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. SI.—</P> 
—Senator Theodore G. Bilbo of 
Mississippi, master 
of filibuster 
and 
sharp-tongued 
champion of 


white supremacy, died here today 
without ever having taken his dis- 
puted seat In the 80th congress. 


Death of the 69-year old Demo- 
crat left forever unanswered 
the 
question of whether he was en- 
titled to his third term In 
the 
senate, from which he was barred 
on bl-partlsan charges of unflt- 
n»ss when congress convened last 
January. 


At that time Bilbo, seriously 111 
with cancer, was accused of In- 
timidating negro voters during his 
campaign, a:id with misusing his 
office for personal gain In deal- 
Ing with contractors. Both charges 
had been Investigated by senate 
committees. 


Two-Day Fight Recalled. 


After a two-day fight on the is- 
sue, the senate agreed to post- 
pone a decision pending Improve- 
ment of Bilbo's health.

AUSTIN, Aug. 21.—(SpU— Edu- 
cation of the public to the value of 
diphtheria Immunization has 
re- 


sulted In lowering the Incidence of 
thin dread disease, but Texas still 
had over 1500 cases of this prevent- 
able disease last, year according to 
records In the Texas State Depart- 
ment ot Health.
